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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 
To  the  Citizens  of  Gilmanton: 

My  seventh  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools  is  herewith  respectfully  presented  to  you  for 
your  consideration.  As  no  material  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  plans  of  administration  of  the  schools 
during  the  past  year  and  none  are  contemplated  in  the 
near  future,  the  report  will  consist  largely  of  statistics 
with  brief  comments  on  them. 

Instruction 

In  the  report  for  last  year  it  was  mentioned  that 
a  thorough  testing  program  had  been  carried  on  during 
the  fall  of  1928.  The  results  of  the  tests  given  were 
tabulated  and  compared  with  the  results  reported  from 
all  parts  cf  the  United  States.  Nearly  one  million  in- 
dividual tests  were  given  throughout  the  country  at 
about  the  same  time.  A  comparison  of  the  results  in 
this  supervisory  union  with  those  for  the  country  as  a 
whole  is  significant.  This  union  did  much  better  than 
the  nation  as  a  whole  in  Arithmetic  Computation,  Spell- 
ing, and  Nature  Study,  and  slightly  better  in  Geogra- 
phy ;  it  did  as  well  as  or  better  than  other  villages  and 
rural  sections  in  Reading,  Arithmetic  Reasoning,  and 
Language  Usage,  and  as  well  as  the  eastern  states  in 
Health.  In  only  two  subjects.  Grammar  and  History, 
did  this  union  fail  to  come  up  to  at  least  one  of  these 
groups,  and  in  those  subjects  they  fell  short  only 
slightly.  Taking  all  subjects  together  our  third  and 
fourth  grades  greatly  exceeded  the  rest  of  the  country ; 
grades  five  and  eight  slightly  exceeded,  and 
grades  six  and  seven  fell  somewhat  below.  In  all 
grades  and  all  subjects  Union  No.  49  scored  a  total  of 
1,661  points  as  compared  with  1,641  for  the  whole  Uni- 
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ted  States.    These  results  show  that  pupils  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools  of  this  supervisory  union  are  learning 
full  as  well  as  children  elsewhere  in  this  country. 
Teachers 

I  think  it  is  safe  to  state  that  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  Gilmanton  no  changes  in  the  teaching 
force  occurred  during  the  summer  vacation.  The  list 
of  teachers  and  their  positions  given  in  the  report  for 
last  year  is  correct  for  this  year  also.  Three  of  the 
six  teachers  attended  summer  school  last  summer: 
Miss  Buzzell,  at  Keene,  N.  H. ;  Miss  Carpenter,  at  Ma- 
chias,  Me.,  and  Miss  Savolainen,  at  Fitchburg,  Mass. 
This  record  is  one  of  which  any  district  may  be  justly 
proud.

During  the  year  eighty  pupils  were  promoted  to 
the  next  grade,  and  four  only,  or  4.8  per  cent.,  failed 
of  promotion.  This  is  the  lowest  proportion  of  failures 
Gilmanton  has  ever  had  and  it  indicates  that  the  indi- 
vidual needs  of  each  pupil  in  the  schools  of  this  district 
are  receiving  careful  attention  from  the  teachers.

Buildings  and  Equipment 
The  basement  and  the  heating  system  at  the  Iron 
Works  School  are  now  in  good  condition.  Next  sum- 
mer remodeling  should  be  done  at  the  Smith  Meeting 
House  School  to  standardize  the  lighting  and  heating 
and  new  desks  will  be  needed  at  the  Potter  School  if 
that  is  to  be  used. 

Conclusion 
The  instruction  now  being  received  by  the  chil- 
dren in  Gilmanton's  schools  compares  favorably  with 
that  being  received  by  pupils  in  the  schools  of  the  coun- 
try as  a  whole,  and  the  buildings  and  equipment  are 
rapidly  approaching  standardization.  Only  through 
the  whole-hearted  cooperation  of  all  concerned  in  the 
problem  are  such  satisfactory  results  being  obtained.
